Washington, Dec. 26 —(/P)— Sec- 


retary ot the Treasury Snyder said 
today nearly all life insurance com- 
panies will have no federal taxes 
to pay on this year's income. 


This results, he said in a state- 


ment, from a 1042 law which this 
,year brings about the "effective re- 
moval of icderal income tax liabili- 
ty 
from 
insurance 
companies." 


jbnyder asked that Congress give 


I "immediate attention" to changing 
the law to prevent' a repetition of 
his "unavoidable result." 


The treasury secretary explained 


that the 1942 law fixes a formula 
for determining what 
portion b f 


net investment income life insur- 
ance companies may deduct from 
tax liability in order to maintain 
reserves for the Benefit of policy 
holders. 


This year, the formula works out 


so that the companies may deduct 
100.66 per cent of their life insur- 
ance Invesliment income, 
Snyder 
said.

in National Guard

Right now the National Guard is 


conducting a recruiting drive from 
coast to coast in support of our 
jAesent voluntary defense program. 
Hut the National Guard in Hope 
operates under a distinct handicap. 


Always it has been the tradition 


of National Guard units to furnish 
not only military instruction but 
to serve as social centers ior thou- 
sands of young 
men 
and their 


friends. From one end of America 
to another the National Guard is 
known as "the poor man's country 
club." 


But to be a social center you 


first have to have a house—or arm- 
Oiy, in the parlance of the Guard. 
The Hempslead county Ciuard has 
no armory. 


Obviously the boys aren't going 


to be in a rusli to join up with an 
outfit whose prospects are all work' 
and no play. America has always 
carried on her 
national defense 


program in peacetime as a leisure- 
hour business—and that's where the 
social angle has been, for genera- 
tions, the National Guard's strong- 
est inducement in recruiting'young 
men.

Same Symptoms, Different Re- 


medies 


If we lived under a Soviet-type 


"democracy," we should be told 
that Russia's devaluation of the 
',$lfable signals the collapse of com- 
munism. Obviously that is not the 
case. Still, the Russian monetary 
shuttle is of interest. For it shows 
that when totally different econo- 
mic systems are subjected to the 
same external forces, 
the reac- 


tions are the same. Only the re- 
medies differ. 


The Russian 
government's 
ex- 


planation of its anti-inflation pro- 
gram tells a familiar story. Mili- 
tary spendiing during the war put 
a,lot oi.iresh money,-in civcula- 
i$bn. Military production cut down 
oh goods and services for civilians. 
Essentials were rationed, and their 
prices controlled. 


But the pressure of much money 


"' and few goods brought about the 


"commercial" market. This seems 
to have operated much like ' our 
black market, though it was legal 
in Russia. And the effects were 
even worse. The government ad- 
mits officially that prices of some 
goods were 10 to 15 times the pre- 
war figure. 
^Besides these war-born 
influe- 


nces, the Soviet government had 
to contend with a woefully 
un- 


Marxian factor—the natural cupid- 
ity of most human beings. Since 
there are only about 6,000,000 Com- 
munists among some 200,000,000 So- 
viet citizens, it isn't surprising that 
there were people who yielded to 
the temptation of making a little 
side money. 


So the government made a dras- 


tic move to soak the rich (by Soviet 
standards) speculators. It also soak- 
yil those who were merely thrifty. 
All loose money is being called in 
and redeemed at a tenth of its 
face value. Even the government's 
own bonds are devaluated by two- 
thirds. 


Of course, the Kremlin couldn't 


do all this without slipping in 
a 


little propaganda—and false, 
at 


that. 


"The currency reform in capi- 


talist countries," 
the government 


statement said, 
"is accomplished 


by large increases in the prices 
art consumer goods, 
and 
conse- 


quently by a decrease in the real 
wages of workers and employes. . . 
and an increase in the army of the 
unemployed." 


This capitalist country, like Rus- 


sia, has had large increases in pri- 
ces and a decrease in real wages. 
But it hasn't had an increase in 
unemployment. And what has hap- 
pened to prices and wages is no 
more a result of currency reform 
here than it is in Russia. Actually, 
those factors are the cause 
of 


Russia's currency reform, as the 
statement admitted elsewhere. 


The Russian reform will prob- 


ably do the job it sets out to, and 
efficiently, since there is no oppos- 
ition that dares object to its high- 
handed methods. But the Soviet 
government evidently 
recognized 


that there was considerable injus- 
tice in its efficiency, and so threw 
in an end of rationing of food and 
industrial goods as a sort of con- 
solation prize. 


That may be a popular move. But 


Ut is noteworthy that the govern- 
ment said nothing about an increase 
in production of farm or factory. 
So the Soviet citizen is likely to find 
that the 
end 
of inflation 
only 


means the loss of most of his sav- 
ings and, new ruble or old, the 
same low standard of living that he 
is stuck with today.

Britain, has sturdily rejected Mos- 
cow's demands for joint adminis- 
tration of this strategic waterway. 
The Turks figure that ".joint" ad- 
ministration shortly would lead to 
Red domination. 


A glance at your maps will show 


that Greece thrusts down from the 
Balkan peninsula into the Mediter- 
ranean to the west .of the Darda- 
nelles thereby providing a power- 
ful base either for defense of 
the 


strait or for operations against it. 
At this writing Greece, like Tur- 
key, is in the camp of the western 
democracies and so is a -bulwark 
safeguarding the status quo of the 
Dardanelles.

Britain, has sturdily rejected Mos- 
cow's demands for joint adminis- 
tration of this strategic waterway. 
The Turks figure that ".joint" ad- 
ministration shortly would lead to 
Red domination. 


A glance at your maps will show 


that Greece thrusts down from the 
Balkan peninsula into the Mediter- 
ranean to the west .of the Darda- 
nelles thereby providing a power- 
ful base either for defense of 
the 


strait or for operations against it. 
At this writing Greece, like Tur- 
key, is in the camp of the western 
democracies and so is a -bulwark 
safeguarding the status quo of the 
Dardanelles. Russia, for very ob- 
vious reasons, wants to gain domi- 
lation of Greece as

To understand developments we 


must recall that the Dardanelles 
now is under control of 
Turkey 


who, 
bolstered by 
America 
and 


Britain, has sturdily rejected Mos- 
cow's demands for joint adminis- 
tration of this strategic waterway. 
The Turks figure that ".joint" ad- 
ministration shortly would lead to 
Red domination. 


A glance at your maps will show 


that Greece thrusts down from the 
Balkan peninsula into the Mediter- 
ranean to the west .of the Darda- 
nelles thereby providing a power- 
ful base either for defense of 
the 


strait or for operations against it. 
At this writing Greece, like Tur- 
key, is in the camp of the western 
democracies and so is a -bulwark 
safeguarding the status quo of the 
Dardanelles. Russia, for very ob- 
vious reasons, wants to gain domi- 
lation of Greece as

tion which also plagued the czars 
of generations past. 


To understand developments we 


must recall that the Dardanelles 
now is under control of 
Turkey 


who, 
bolstered by 
America 
and 


Britain, has sturdily rejected Mos- 
cow's demands for joint adminis- 
tration of this strategic waterway. 
The Turks figure that ".joint" ad- 
ministration shortly would lead to 
Red domination. 


A glance at your maps will show 


that Greece thrusts down from the 
Balkan peninsula into the Mediter- 
ranean to the west .of the Darda- 
nelles thereby providing a power- 
ful base either for defense of 
the 


strait or for operations against it. 
At this writing Greece, like Tur- 
key, is in the camp of the western 
democracies and so is a -bulwark 
safeguarding the status quo of the 
Dardanelles. Russia, for very ob- 
vious reasons, wants to gain domi- 
lation of Greece as

stone to control of the strait.

The significance of the proclama-

Strait and so set herself up as a 
Mediterranean power — an ambi- 
tion which also plagued the czars 
of generations past. 


To understand developments we 


must recall that the Dardanelles 
now is under control of 
Turkey 


who, 
bolstered by 
America 
and 


Britain, has sturdily rejected Mos- 
cow's demands for joint adminis- 
tration of this strategic waterway. 
The Turks figure that ".joint" ad- 
ministration shortly would lead to 
Red domination. 


A glance at your maps will show 


that Greece thrusts down from the 
Balkan peninsula into the Mediter- 
ranean to the west .of the Darda- 
nelles thereby providing a power- 
ful base either for defense of 
the 


strait or for operations against it. 
At this writing Greece, like Tur- 
key, is in the camp of the western 
democracies and so is a -bulwark 
safeguarding the status quo of the 
Dardanelles. Russia, for very ob- 
vious reasons, wants to gain domi- 
lation of Greece as

stone to control of the strait.

A glance at your maps will show

strait or for operations against it. 
At this writing Greece, like Tur- 
key, is in the camp of the western 
democracies and so is a -bulwark 
safeguarding the status quo of the 
Dardanelles.

credit for every constructive pro- 
posal made by Amercian progres- 
sives."

gracious of him. For, just two days 
before he made this statement in a 
speech at Cornell University, 
a 


prominent Communist tossed 
a 


large bouquet of credit to Mr. Wal- 
lace. And Mr. Wallace, by his own 
admission, is one of 
America's 


progressives. 


The Communist was William Z. 


Foster, national chairman of the 
party. He told a New York audi- 
ence that "the top labor leader- 
ship in this country should learn 
a few facts of political life from 
the speeches of Henry Wallace. 
Mr. Wallace is making a states- 
manlike record by so clearly 
and 


valiantly pointing out to labor and 
the American people the fatal ob- 
jectives to which American policy 
jr leading." 
Foster paid Mr. Wallace the
